i don’t know about best, but | have two that particularly stick in the 
memory. 

First is when we played in Washington DC, and after playing the first 
of our two sets, raced to another venue to see Lords Of The New 
Church, who we were big fans of. After they'd finished, they and most 


of their audience came along to our second set, so as you can 
imagine, that was a big thrill. 

Second was the Christmas On Earth gig in Leeds, in, | think, 1982. It 
was a massive venue, and around 7,000 people turned up despite the 
freezing weather, for a bill that boasted the likes of the Exploited, 
Damned, Black Flag, UK Subs...the list goes on and on. For reasons 
too boring to go into, we only had to play for 20 minutes, which meant 
we just played all the singles and b-sides — we couldn't lose! To see 
all those people clapping to the intstrumental bit of ‘Last Rockers’ was 
pretty unforgettable, it looked like a football crowd. 


8 Worst ever Vice Squad gig & why 


So many to choose from and so little space! | think the worst was 
probably an early gig in Warminster, which the squaddies from the 
local army camp took exception to.

We didn't play abroad as often as a lot of bands, probably because we 
weren't around that long, but we did go to Holland, America, Canada 
and Portugal, and those were definitely the best times. You tended to 
get better treatment.on foreign tours, and it was pretty mind-blowing to 
be playing in New York, LA and Lisbon when in the early days we were 
happy to play a Kingswood youth club

To cut a long story fairly short, Beki left the band early in 1983, but as 
we were already working on a third album, we decided to continue. It 
took the best part of a year, but we recruited a new singer, Lia, and our 
manager and producer Sooty joined on second guitar, and we signed a 
deal with Anagram. We turned out a few singles for them, which were 
quite successful, and eventually our third album Shot Away was 
released, but somehow, having finally achieved that, it just seemed a 
good time to end it. That would have been in 1984, | think. 


12 Did you form the Sex Aids after. How did the single sell & did you tour 


No, the Sex Aids was just a bit of fun. It was really a project launched 


by our roadies Igor and Bambi while Vice Squad were still going, and 
Dave and | just got involved. We never toured, and the single didn't 
sell that well, though it was a lot of fun to make in a drunken session 
with a lot of our mates. Apparently, it’s quite a collectable record now. 
I've got a few spare copies — any offers? 


43 Chaotic Dischord, was that your roadies. Did you play on their songs 


Again, no. Chaotic Dischord were a band from Swindon that VS 
guitarist Dave and | bumped into, purely by chance, in a Berlin brothel. 
We were there doing research on human sexual behaviour for Dave's 
final year degree project, but | hesitate to think what that lot were up 
to. However, we downed a few rounds of schnapps with them, got on 
surprisingly well, and ended up signing them to Riot City Records. We 
also became their producers, a fact which has since been often 
misconstrued. 


14 Did you go on to any other bands, record or tour 


After Vice Squad split, Dave and |, along with Jon Chilcott, who was 
bassist in the last VS line-up, formed a band called Sweet Revenge. 
We played quite a lot of gigs, and released on 12” ep calied ‘Nothing 
Ever Goes (The Way It’s Planned)’ on our own Revenge Records 
imprint. We lasted about a year, but that was really the end. 


15 After Vice Squad split Beki said you were behaving like rock stars. What 
happened? (Your side of the story) 


Sorry, but | don’t want to get too drawn into this. Beki chose to leave, 
EMI kept her on but dropped us, and as we saw it, we finished the job 
with the third album.

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I first got into punk when I had just started senior school, in the eaily 1980" S. When 1 ty a 
was 11 there wege loads of kids into loads of great bands at the time, I liked a wide % 
variety of sounds, from early punk like THE SEX PISTOLS, THE CLASH, THE ‘ Ng “¢ 
RAMONES, THE RUTS & THE DAMNED; the 2 Tone bands like THE SPECIALS, ai my 
THE SELECTER & THE BEAT, heavy metal bands like MOTORHEAD - who I

POLICE. These all seemed to be happening bands, they ail released some great” 

records and there was certainly a tangible feeling of rebellion and change in the air, 

both musically, socially and politically.

2. What was the first punk record you bought?

Well, as I said when I was at school I was really into tape trading. Those times were 
hard, my Dad was in and out of work and my Mam had 3 kids to bring up, so I was on 
free school meals for part of that time and I only got a record player when I first 
signed on the dole — how punk eh?! However, none of this was particularly romantic 
at the time. So, seeing as I didn’t have much money, most of the punk music I 
listened to was taped by mates. I think the first punk records I bought were the @, ‘,. 
classics like THE CLASH -— first album and SEX PISTOLS — ‘Never Mind the sx 
Bollocks’ LP, as I knew I couldn’t go wrong with them. Soon after I was hooked, &, ~ 
scouring second hand record shops and market stalls, and taking chances on bands ’ ~ 
who I’d heard of, but never heard anything by. I bought CRASS - ‘Stations of the 3 
Crass’ Double LP in York, when I went away for the day with my parents and little . 
brother and sister, and that changed everything; I’d never seen anything like it, the Ky 
huge fold out cover, the lyrics and imagery, it was a defining moment for me, and it gf Ay 4 
opened up the world of underground anarcho-punk.

3. What was the first gig you went to? 


The first gig I went to was THE DAMNED at Newcastle City Hall in 1986 or 87, I 
think, and the next one was STIFF LITTLE FINGERS’ first (of many) reform tours at 
Newcastle Mayfair. At the time both gigs seemed great, although S.L.F were rather 
slow and old. In retrospect they were pretty awful gigs, both bands were well past 
their sell-by dates and going through the motions, just like they are many years later — 
I suppose it beats work... 


The first proper DIY punk gig I went to was Durham Punks Picnic in the summerof 
1988, it was another world compared to the commercial venues and rock star bands 


~~ 
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I’d seen a year or so earlier. I met a lot of cool people there, some of whom are still 
around today, and most people were very friendly. honest and kind. I did learn an 
important lesson as at this time because it was the first time I’d ever encountered 
middle class people in my life, and I soon discovered that working class folk, for the 
most part, would do anything for you and share what little they had, whilst the middle 
class cried poverty but had a bundle of notes in their pockets. Anyhow, there was a 
gig later on that night with several bands, including SPIRIT OF ADVENTURE, 
ADVANCED WARNING, EXALT, DIDGERIDO, REVULSION (who I : 
unfortunately missed, because I didn’t even know they were playing) and OJ POLLOL B® 
This was when I discovered what punk really was all about, the politics, the fun, the , 
excitement, the DIY ethos, the fanzines, the fact that the people in bands were 
approachable and didn’t hide in dressing room snorting coke — oh, how that brown 
fizzy stuff gets stuck in your nostrils! And the rest, as they say, is history...

There were plans to form bands at various times in the past, with yours truly as either 
bass player or singer, but none of them amounted to anything, but we did have a 
variety of great names, one of which was “The Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse’. I 
was also going to temporarily join bands for tours, but nothing came off, mainly due 
to work commitments. 


L was once involved in a studio project - TESTCARD - with Stick (DOOM/

when we were together in Birmingham in 1991. We recorded a 2 track demo, a MOB §&

5. What was the inspiration to start PUNK SHOCKER in 1989? Did you 
work on any zines before? 


The inspiration to start PUNK SHOCKER was through reading other punk fanzines 
like RAISING HELL, 6661/2, SKULL AND CROSSBONES, HOPE, 10 YEARS ON € = 
and many others and thinking, hey I reckon I can do this too. The whole idea was to 
feature bands that no one else did, make a political stand, raise some money for good 
left-wing causes and have a sense of humour. All of which I think I achieved. As 
time went on PUNK SHOCKER became more of an institution, and certainly in later > 
years the review sections grew hugely and the interviews became a lot more in-depth 
and focused, and consequently of a much better quality. 


I did not publish any fanzines prior to PUNK SHOCKER — I guess that makes it the 
one and only!

7. What would you say is your best ever interview? 


I think all of the band interviews I’ve done over the last 15 years have been good for 
their own distinct reasons, plus all of the bands interviewed had something fresh to 
offer and worthwhile to say. I do think the band interviews in the later issues which 
were tape recorded live were some of the best ones I did, as they were more like oral 
histories with semi-structured interviews where people had scope to say what they felt 
was important to them. 


I think that the POISON IDEA interview is probably the best interview I did for 
several reasons, as everyone who reads the zine knows, I’ve been a huge fan of P.I for 
years, the interview was carried out in Portland too and I got to see P.J in Tacoma and 
hang out with Jerry for a few days and had a great time. He is such a sincere, funny 
and intelligent guy, and I think that really comes across in the interview. We did the 
interview in his brother’s house and it took up a full C90 tape and basically covered 
everything anyone would ever want to know about P.I, and there are some classic 4 4 
quotes in the interview. It was just so cool to do a huge interview with such an ad 
influential band and discover that they are totally into the whole punk ethos of DIY ag &.
